LATION TO THE DISTURL- 
ANCES IN HANCOCK COUN. 


TY. 

To the Honorable, the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 

As many versions of the disturban- 
ces during the last summer and fall, in 
Hancock county. have 4 abruad to 
the world, | have thought tt proper to 
gtate in asolemn and authentic form. 
every thing connected with those 
transactions which has come to my 
knowledge; and upon which I rely as 
the truth. 

On the seventeenth day of June last. 
a committee of a meeting of the citi 
zens of Carthage,presented themselves 
to me, with a request that the militir 
might be onbeved out to assist in exe- 
cuting process in the city of Nauvoo. 
From the affidavits presented at th 
same time, 1 j :dged that an occasion 
had arisen of considerable difficulty 
and perplexity; and from thetr state- 
ments, I could be of no other opinion 
than that great excitement existed in 
the minds of the people. I therefore 
determined to visit, in person, that sec- 
tion of country, and examine for my- 
self the truth and nature of their com- 

sints; and being on the ground, | 
would be the better enabled to judy:

and | arrived at Carthage on the morn- 


ing of the twenty-first day of the same 
month. 
Upon my arrival I found an armed 
force assembled, and hourly increas- 
ing, under the Summons and direction 
of the constables of the county, to 
serve as posse comitatus to assist in 
the execution of process. The Gen- 
eral of that Brigade, had also called fo: 
the militia, en masse, of the counties ot | 
McDonough and Schuyler, for similar 
purpose. Another assemblage to 
considerable number, had been made 
at Warsaw, under the command of 
Col. Levi Williams. | 
The first thing which I did on my} 
arrival, was to place all the militia 
then assembled or which were expec'- 
ed to assemble, under military com- 
mand of their proper officers.

complaint made against them; and re- 
quested that persons might be sent to 
me, to lay their side of the question 
before me. A committee was accor. 
dingly sent, who made such acknow!l- 
edgments, that | had no difficulty in 
concluding that the following facts 
were perfectly true. 

It appears that a certain portion of 
the citizensaf Nauvoo became dissat- 
isfied with the conduct of some ot the 
ending men of the place; and estab- 


ished a newspaper press, as the organ || 


Of their peculiar views. Those per- 
sons were ex-communicated from the 


church called. *The Latter-day Saints,’ 


but more familiarly known as the Mor- 
mon Church; and their printing press 
and materials were destroved, by or- 
der of the Common Council. ) 
It appears that previous to the des- 
truction of the press, a very curious} 
trial was had before the Common Coun- 
cil, which resulted in a judgment of 
that body, that the press was a public } 
nuisance and ought to be abated. It 
does not appear that any person was 
tried, or that anv of the owners of the 
property had notice of the proceeding. 
or were permitted to defend in any) 
rticular. The proceeding was an} 
icoores proceeding in rem against the 
property. No jury was called or 
worn, and most of the witnesses were 
permitted to give their evidence. with- 
but being under oath. It appeare 
further, that there existed no general 
ordinance of the city, defining such » 


& press to be a nuisance; and further.| 
that the Common Council possessed 
legislative authority, onlv; and could 
under no pretence, set in judgment as 
court.

The City Council did not act im the 
capacity of a court, but in their legis- 
lative prerogative, declaring, accor- 
ding to the 7th section of the charte: 
of Springfield, which had been made | 
a part of that of Nauvoo, that the Nav- 
voo Expositor, (press and types) was 
a public nuisance: calling up witness. 
es and authority, for the like proceed. ; 
ing in other cities! 

The Editor of the Expositor was o| 
member of the Council, but did no’ 
appear in his place to advocate for the 
proprietors fur reasons which remain 
to be told.] 


The press, however, was declared | 
to be a nuisance; and the Mayor wa: 
ordered to see it abated as such; an 
if necessary, to call to his assistance : 
portion of the Nauvoo Legion. The 
Mayor made his warrant to the Mar 
shal of the city, who, aided by a por. 
tion of the Legion, executed his war 
rant, by destroying the press and scat 
tering the type and other materials o' 
the office. 

The owners of the property procee- 
ded to Carthage «nd took out warrant- 
from before a justice of the peace, a 
gainst the Mayor and members of the 
Council and others engaged in the out 
rage, fora riot. Some of these wer 
arrested, but were immediately taker 
before the municipal court of the city 
by writ of habeas corpus and dischar 
ged. It sppears thot the city charte 
confers upon that court power to iss 
writs of habeas corpus in all cases o' 
imprisonment arising under the ord: 
nances of the city; a provision mant- 
festly. relating to such unprisonmen: 
as might be the consequence of th 
city ordinances. But the Commo: 
Council passed an ordinance confe:- 
ring upon the court, jurisdiction to i+ 
sue the writ in all cases of arrest anc 


the city, by whats 
ever authority the saMe 


of imprisonment, whether made by 
State or federal authority; and mak 
ing it impossible to execute the law» 
there, unless permitted by the munici 
pal court. 

(As to the right of the writ of Io. 
beas Corpus, or the abuse of that pow - 
er, the constitution and higher court 
ean determine the whole matter, with 
out anything like impossibility, or im 
prdbability: because the City Coun 
eil, other authority, and citizens, 
Nauvoo, hold themselves amenable t 
these safe guardsof delegated powers. 


The whole proceedings of the Mas 
wr. the Common Council, and the My 
ricipal Court, were irregular and ill 
cal, and net to be endured in oa fre 


gv mig it be made for the court, as 
had been repeatedly assured by som: 
‘of the best lawvers in the State, wh: 
‘had been candidates for office. befor: 
that people, that it had fuil and com- 
‘petent power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus in all cases whatever. The 
Common Council violated the law 
assuming the exercise of judicial pow 
‘er; in proceeding exparte without ne 
‘tice to the owners of the property; in 
proceeding against the property in 
rem; in not callinga jury; in not 
swearing all the witnesses; In notgty- 
ing the owners of the property accus- 
ed of being a nuisance, in consequence 
of being libelious, an opportunity of 
giving the truth in evidence; and in 
fact by not proceeding by civil suit or 
indictment, as in other cases of libel. 
The Mayor violated the law in order- 
ing this erroneous and absurd judg- 
ment of the Common Conncil to be 
executed. And the municipal court 
erred in discharging them from arrest. 


[We are not willing to receive the 
foregoing as final judgment, because 
the charter of Nauvoo, gave the con- 
stable who made the arrest, an appea 
to the Circuit Court of Hancock coun- 
ty—in all cases, rather than an appea' 
to arms. 

The Governor omitted to notic:

tioned, whether years of misrepresen- 
tation by the most newspa- 
per could have engendered such a 
feeling as was produced by the des. 
truction of this one press. 

There were other causes, to height. 
en the excitement. These people 
had undertaken to invocate upon the 


established systems of religion. Their 


legal right to do so, ho one will ques 
Lut all history bears testimont 
that innovations religion haye 
ilwavs been attended by a temper of 
hostility in the public mind ; which 
sometimes, has produced the mos 
lesolating wars; alwnys, more or less 
of persecution. Even the innocent 
Quakers, the unoffending Shakers and 
the quiet and orderly Methodists, ir 
their origin, and until the world got 
used to them, had enough of perseco- 
tion to encounter. But if either of 
these sects had congregated together 
inone city, where the world could 

never get to know them; could never 
ascertain, by personal acquaintance 

the truth or falsity of the many reports 

which are always cirenlated tu the 

orejudice of such innovators: and 

noreover, if they had armed them- 

eelves: and organized into a militar 

‘egion as the citizens of Nauvoo, and 

iad heen guilty of the high handed pro- 

seedings carried on against the heret- 

ical press, the public animosity, and 
their persecutions. must have been 

rreatl ¥ increased, in rancor and sever.

I have reason to beleve ton, that the 
report of an alliance with the Indians. 
was a groundless eslumny. For, on » 
late occasion when filteen or twenty Pot 
awatamie tudiin« passed Navvoo in thei: 
canoes on their way to their hunting 
grounds in lowa territory, it was once 
neserted, thet as many as two hundred 
Ind.ans hed corre to the assistance of the 
Mormons and were ready to scalp and 
murder their enemies; aad this ridi -ulou- 
story was greedily swallowed by an ex- 
cited penple. 

Another cause of excitement, was » 
report, indu-triou-ly ciroulsted and gen: 
ernlly believed, that Hvram Smith, an- 
othe? leader of the Mormon church, had 
offered reward for the destruc’ion of 
the press of the *Warsaw Signal,’ a news 
paper published in the county. and the 
organ of the oppos'tion to the Mormons 
It was niso asserted that the Mormons. 
scattered through the sott'ements of the 
county, had threst-ned all persons who 
turned out to assist the constabies, with 
the destruction of their_property and the 
murcer of their families, in the absenc: 
of their fathers. brothers, and husb inde. 

But the great cause of populat fury 
was. that the Mormons at several prete-~ 
ding elections had cast their vote as an 
unt; thereby making the fact apprrent 


offices of the country, within the sphere 
of their influence. without their approba. 
tion and votes. It appenra to be one of 
tle princip'es by which they insist upon 
belag goverued as a community to act ns 
a unit in all mitters of government and 
relivien.

This seems to me to be an unfortunate 
view of the subject. and more unfo:tunate 
in practice. as | om well satisfied that i:

Iacobins in revolutionary France. It 
consisie' in apreading reports and rumoré 
of the meet fearful charccter. As exs 
amples: On the marning before mv arrid 
val at Carthage, | was awakened at an 
early hour, by the frightful report. which 
was asserted with confidence and appa; 
rent consternstin, that the Mors 
alrendy cothm-nced the work af bartling; 
destruction and murder; and thit e¥e 
man capable of beiring arms, wai 
stantly wanted at Carthage, for the pros 
tection of ths country. We lost no time 
in starting: but when we arrived at Car- 
thage, we could hear no more cwcern og 
this story. Agyin, during the fow days 
that the militia were encamp-d at Car- 
thage, frequent a :plicatons were made 
io me, to send a force here, anda force 
there, and a force all about the country 
io prevent murders, robberies, and larce- 
nies, which it was said, were threat 
by the Mormons. No such forers were 
sent; por were any such offences commit- 
ted at that time. except the stealing of 
some provisions; ani there waa never 
the lesst proof that this was done bya 
Mormon. Again, on my late visit to 
Hancock county | was informed by some 
of their violeut enemies, that the larcenies 
of the Mormans had become unusually 
rumerous and insufferable. They indeed 
‘dmit'ed that but littie had been done in 
this way in their immediate viciony.— 
But they insisted that sixteen horses had 
heen sto'ew by the Mormons in one night 
near Lima in the c- wats of Adams. At 
the cluse of the expedition, [| called at 
th's same town of Lima, and upon en. 
quiry, was told that no horses had been 
aolen in that neighborhood, but that 
‘ixteen horses had beeo stuen in one 
night io Hancock county. This iast in- 
formant being told of the Hanco-k story; 
again changed the venue. to another dis. 
tant soitlement in the northero edge of 
Adams, 


(This is a fair statement, and with thd 
exception: of a legal trespass, in winiting 
up the existence of a mob press, the Mor- 
moos. 48 @ community. are aa innocent of 
any other crimes chatged ‘io them, as the 
sizteen horse power story.) 


As my object in visiting Hancock wad 
expressly to assist in the execution of 
the laws,and not to violate them, or td 
witress or permit their violation; as I 
was convinced thatthe Mormon leaders 
had committed crime in the destruction 
of the press, and hed resisted the execu- 
tion of the process, | determined to exert 
the whole force of the State, if necessary 
to br.og them to justice. But seeing the 
great excitement in the public mind, and 
the manifest tendency of this excitement 
to run into mobocracy. | was of opinion 
that before | acied, [| ought to obiain a 
pledge from the officers and men to sup 
port mein strictly legal measures, and to 
protect the prisoners in cdse they surren- 
dered. For | was determined, if findsitrig; 
that the forms of law »hould not be minded 
the catspaw of a moh, ta sedute these 
peop'’s to quiet surtender, as the con- 
vement victies of popular fury. 1, theres 
fore, calied together the who'e force then 
d at Carthage, and male them 
an adress, explaining to them what 
vould, and what I could not; legally doz

some censure. [1 has been said that this 
company had already been guilty of mu 
tiny, oat had been ordered to be arrest 
ed, whilst in the encampment at Car- 
thage; and that they and their officers 
were the deadly enemies of the prisoners. 
Indeed it would bave been difficult to find 
friends of the prisoners, under my com- 
mand, voless | had called in the Mormons 
asa guerd: and this, | was satisfied, 
would bave led to the immediate war, 
and the sure death of the prisoners. . 

It is true that this company had beha- 
ved badly towards the Brigsdier Genera! 
im command, ou the occasion when the 

isomers were shown a the line of 
the McDonoogh Militia. is company 
had been ordered asa guord. They were 
naoder the belef that the prisoners who 
were arrested for a capits! offence, were 
shown to the troops in a kind of triumph; 
and that they hed been calle] onasa 
triumphal escort to grace the procession. 
They also, entertained a very bad feel-ng 
towards the Brigadier General who eom- 
mended their service on the oceasion.— 
The truth is, however. that this company 
was never ordered to be arrested; tha’ 
the Smiths were not shown to the McDon. 
eugh troops, as a mark of houvor end tri- 
umpbh, but were shown to them at the 
urgeat request of the troops themselves, 
to gratify their curiosity in beho'ding 
persons who had made thems!ves so 00 
toriovs ia the country. 

When the Carthe ge Greys ascertained 
what was the true motive in showing 
the prisoners io the troops, they were 
perfectly satisGed. All due atonement 
was made on their part, for their conduc! 
to the Brigadier General, and they chcer 
fully returned to their duty. 

Althongh | knew that this company 
were the enemies of the Smiths, yet | had 
confidence in their loyalty and integrity; 
because their Captain was universally 
spoken of, as a most respectable citizen, 
and honorable man. The company it 
sclf, was an old independent company. 
well armed, uoiformed and drilled; and 
the members of it were the elite of 
the militia of the country. I[ relied upon 
this company especially, because it was 
an independent company, for a long time 
jostructed and practised in m litary di-ci- 
pline and subordination. | also had their 
word and honor, officers and men, to do 
their duty according to law. Besides al! 
this the officers and most of the men re- 
sided in Carthage; in the near vicinity of 
Nauvoo; end, os | thought must know 
that they would make themselves an! 
their prope:ty. convenient and couspicu~ 
ous marks of Mormon véngeance, in case 
théy were guilty of treachery. 

(“Mormon Vengeance!” an allusion 
without evidence. No Mormon, by 
Mormon advice, ever committed a 
crime: nor canit so be proved. But} 
the executive acts of Missouri: the 
State arms used to murder Generals 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith, in Carthage 
jail, while prisoners, under the plighted 
faith of the State, through his excellen- 
cy, speaks like thunder to the Mor- 
mons, to beware of “authurised ven- 
geance,” while the suppoved assassin | 
may sitin the hall of legislation as the 
me plus ulira of justice!)

lt has been said, however, that sumo per- 
von named “Villiams, in @ public speech at 
Carthage, called for volunteers to murder 
the Smiths; and that | ought to have had 
him arrosied- Whether such a speech 
was really made or not, is yet unkaown 
to mo. I have heard the report of it for 
the first time, within the last few wecks. 
Haviog ordered the guand, and dischar 

ged the residue of the militia, | immedi- 
ately departed for Nauvos, eigh'een miles 

listant, accompanied by Col. Buckmaster 
General, and Capt. Dunn's Company of 
dragoons. 

After we had proceeded four m les, 
Col. Buckmrster intimated to me a sus 

picion, that an attack would be made on 
the jail. He stated the matter as a mere 
suspicion, arising from having seen two 
persons converse together at Carthage. 
with some air of mystery. | for myself, 
entertained no suspicion of such an at- 
iack—at any rate none before the next 
Because it was 


notorious, that we had departed from 


Caithage, with the declared intention of 


being absent, et least twodays: I could 
not believe, that any person wou'd attack 
the jail, whilst wo were in Nauvoo—and 
thereby expose my life, and the lives of 
my companions, to the sudden vengeance 
of the Mormons, upon hearing of the 
Jeath of their leaders. Neverthe'ess, act- 
ing upon the principle of providing against 
mere possibilities, | sent back one of the 
company, w.th a speciil order to Capt. 
Smith, to guard the jail strictly and at tbe 
peril of his life, until my return. 

We proceeded on our journey four 
miles further. By this terme I had ccn- 
vinced myself that no attack would be 
made on the jrilthatday ornight. I sup- 
posed that a regard for my sxfety, and 
the safety of my compsnions, would pre~ 


vent an attack, until those to be engaged 


im it, could be assured of our departure 
from Nauvoo. I siill think, that this 
ought to have eppeared to me, to bo a 


reasonable supposition. 


| therefore, determined at this point, 
to omit making the search for counterfeit 
money in Nauvoo—and defer, an exami, 
nation of all the other abominations char.

I distinctly stated to them the 
amount of hatréd and prejudice, which 
prevailed every where against them, aad 
the causes of it, at length. 

| also told them plainly and emphati- 
cally, that if any vengeance shouki be 
attempted openly or secretly against the 
persons or property of the cilizeas,. who 
had tken part against their leaders, that 
the public hatred and excitement was guch. 
that thousands would assemble for the to. 
tal destruction of their city—and the ex- 
lermination of their people—and that no 
power in the State would be able to pre- 
vent it. During this address, some im. 
patience and resentment were manifesteJ 
by the Mormons, at the recital of the 
Various reports enumorated conceming 
them—which they streavously and in- 
dignant!y denied to be truc. They 
claimed to be a law abiding people; and 
insisted, that as they looked to the law 
alone for their protection, so were they 
careful themselves to observe its provi 
sions. Upon the conclusion of this ad- 
dress, | proposed to take a vote on the; 
question whether they would etrietly ob 
serve laws, even in opposition to their 
prophet and leaders, The vote was uo- 
animous, in favor of this proposition. 


[As to the Governors speech: 
“A wit's a feather, and achief’sa rod, 
But an honest man’s the noblest work 
of God.”] 


A short time before sundown we de- 
parted on our return to Carthage. When 
we had proceeded two miles. we met two 
individuals, one of them a Mormon, who 
informed us, that the Smiths had been 
*ssassinated in jai!, about five or six 
o'clock of that dsy. The intelligence 
seemed to strike every one with a kind of 
dumbness. As to myself, it was perfect 
lv astounding— and | anticipated the very 
worst consequences froin it. The Mor 
moos had been represented to me as n 
law'ess, infatuated, and fanatical people, 
not governed by the ordinary motives, 
which influence the majority of mankind. 
[fso, most likely, an exterminating war 
would ensuc, and the whole land would 
be covered with desolation. 

Acting upon this supposition, it was my 
duty to provide as well as I could for the 
event. I therefore, ordered the two mes- 
sengers into custody, and to be returned 
with us, to Carthage. This was done, to 
got-time to make such arrangement us 
could be made and to prevent any sud- 
den explosion of Mormon exeitement. 
before they could be written to, by their 
friends at Caribage. |} also, despatched 
messengers to Warsaw, to advise the 
citizens of the “event. But the ple 
there, knew all about the matier. fore 
mevccengere arrived. They. like my 
self, anticipated a gencral attack all over 
the country. The women and childrens 
were moved across the river—and a com- 
mittee was despatched that night to 
Quincy for assistance. The next morn- 
ing by day light, the ringing of a!l the 
be:ls in the city announced a public mect~ 
ing. The people sssembied in greal 
numbers, at an early hour. The War 
saw comm. 'tee stated to the meeting, that 
a party of Mormons, had attemped tu 
rescue the Smith's out of jail—that a 
party of Missourians and others, had kil 
led the prisoners to prevent their es- 
eape--thet the Governor and his party 
were ot Nauvoo at the time, when intelli- 
gence of the fact was brought thera, that 
they hed been attacked by the Nauvov 
Lezion, and hed retreated to a house. 
where they were then closely beseged. 
That the Governor bad sent out word that 
he could maintain his position for two 
days, and would be ceriain to be massa, 
cred, if assistance did not arrive by the 
end of that time. It is unnecessary to 
say, that this entire story was a fabrica: 
tion. It wasofa piece with the other re- 
ports, put into circulation by the anti- 
Mormon party, to influence the public 
miod, and call the people to their sssis~ 
tance. The effect of it however, was, 
that by ten o'clock, on the 23th of June. 
between two and three hundred men,from 
Quincy, under the command of” Major 
llood, emLarked on board of a steambou! 
for Nauvoo, to assist in raising the siege. 
as they honestly belipved. | 
As for myself, I was well convince 
that those, whoever they were, whe as 
sassinated the Smiths, meditated in turn. 
my assassination by the Mormons. The 
very c.rcumstances of the case, fully cor 
roborated the informaiion which I after- 
wards received, that upon consultation of 
the assass.ns, it was agreed amongs! 
them, that the murder must be committed 
whilst the Governor was st Nauvoo; that 
the Mormons would naturally suppose 
that he hed plenned it; and that in the! 
first outpouring of their indignation, they 
would assassioste him by way of retal.a- 
ton. And that thus they would get clear 
of the Smiths and the Governor, a!l a! 
onee. ‘They also supposed, that if they 
could so cuntrive the matter, as to have 
the Governor of the Stote assassinated 
by the Mormons, the public excitement 
would be greatly increased against them, 
and wou'd result in their expulsion from 
the State at least. 

Upon th» first hearing of the assassin. 
ition of the Smiths, | was sensible that 
my command was atan end; that my 
destruction was meditated as well as that 
of the Mormons; and that | could not! 
reasonably confide longer, in one party 
or iu the other. 


The question then arose, what would 
be proper to be done. A war was ex. 
pected by every body. I was desirous of 
‘preserving the peace. I could sot put 
myself at the head of the Mormon force, 
with any kind of propriety; and without 
excifing greater odium against them, than 


at the head of the anti-Mormon party. 
because they had justly forfeited my con- 
fidence, and my command over them, was 
a an eod to, by mutiny and treachery. 

could mot put myself at the head o! 
cither of these forces; because both o/ 
them in tura, had violated the Jaw; and as 
| then believed, meditated further aggres 
sion. It appeared to me that if a war 
ensued, | oaght to have a force in which 
| could confide, and that I ought to estab- 
lish my Head Quarters at a place where 
{ could learo the truth, as to what was 
going on. 

For these reasons, I determined to pro 
ceed to Quincy, a place favorably situa- 
ted for receiving the earliest intelligence; 
for issuing orders to ruise an army if 
necessary, and for providing supplies for 
its subsistance. But first, | determined 
to return back to Carthage, and make 
such arrangements as could be made for 
the pacification and defence of the coun- 
try. When I arrived there, about 10 
o'clock at night, | found that great con~ 
sterpation prevailed. Many of the citi 

zens had departed with their families, 
saad others were preparing togo. As the 
country was utterly defenceless, this 
seemed to me tu be a proper precaution. 
One company of the guard, stationed by 
me to guard the jail, had disbanded and 
gone home before the jail was attacked, 
and many of the Carthage Greys depart- 
ed soon afterwards. 

Gen. Deming volunterred to rema’n, 
in command of a few men, with orders to 
guard the town, observe the progress of 
events, and to retreat if menaced by a 
superior force. 

Ilere also, | found Do:t. Richards and 
Mr. Taylor, two of the princips| Mormon 
leaders, who had been in the jail, at the 
tume of the atiack; and who voluntirily 
addressed, a most pacific exbortation to 
their fellow citizens, which was the first 
intelligence of the murder, which was re 
ceived at Nauvoo. I think it very proba. 
ble, that the subsequent good conduct of 
the Mormuns, is attributable to tho ar- 
rest of the messengers, and to the influ 
ence of this letter. 


[His excellency is mistaken. “The 
good conduct of the Mormons,” is the 
effect of religion, virtue, and republi- 
can principles. A messenger came to 
Nauvoo in the night and gave the 
dreadful news, and a few principa’ 
men resolved that his excellency and 
the laws—might clear the State from 
the honor or dixgrace of that murder, 
and all the Mormons do still abide by 
that resolution. ] 


Having made these arrangements | 


deparied for Quincy. On my road 
thithe-, hesel af « militia 
marching from Schuyler, and another 


from Brown. It appcars that orders had 
been sent out in my name, but without 
my knowledge, for the militia of Schuy!e: 
county. | immediately countermanded 
their march, and they returned to their 
homes. When! arrived at Columbus, | 
found that Captiin Jonas hal raised a 
company of one hundred men, who were 
just ready to march. By my advice. 
they postponed their march, to await fur 

ther orders. I arrived at Quincy on the 
morning of the 29th of June, abou § 
o'clock; and immediately issued orders 

provisionally, for raising an imposing 
force, when it should seem to be neces- 
sarv. 

| remained at Quincy for about one 
month, during which time a committce 
from Warsaw, waited on me, with oa 
written request that | would expel the 
Mormons from the State. It seemed 

that it never occurred to these gentleimen. 
that I had no power to exile a citizen: 
but they insisted that if this were not 
done, their party would dbandon the 
State. This requisition was refusei of 
course. 

During this time also, with the view of 
saving expense, keeping the peace, and 
having a force which would be removed 
from the prejudices in the country, | 

made application to the Un.ted States for 
five hundred men of the regular army, 
to be stationed for a time, in Hancock 
county, which was subsequently refused. 
During this time, also, | had secret a- 
gents amongst all parties, observing their 
movements; and was accurately informed 
of every thing which was meditated on 
hoth sides. It appeared that the 

Mormon party, had not relinquished their 
hostility to the Mormons; nor their de- 
termination to expel them; but had de- 
ferred further operations untill the fall! 
season, after they had finished their 
summer's work on their farms. 

| cannot lay before you the esti nates 
of the costs of these proceedings. | do 
not hnow that any estimates have ever 
been made by the proper officers; and 
ceitainly none have been returoed to 
except for the transportation of the Quin 

cy Militia to Warsaw and back. And | 
do not know that any claim will be made 
by the men.

It hos always appeured to me, however, 
that the person who committed the deed.

have all the matters of defence and justi- 
fication on their side, which they cluim, 
they will be able to show them to the 
court.

During the latier part of August and 
the first of September Jast, | observed 
that the anti-Mormon paper, iu Hancock 
county, renewed its attacks on the Mor 

mons; every number of which, groaned 
with charges of I+rcenies aod robberies 
and meditated ou'rages. By this fact, 
connected with my previous information, 
| was certiin that the timo was approach. 

ing, when a new attempt was to be made 
to expel tho Mormons. Io a short time 
afterwards, I ascertained that the officers 
of the militia in Hancock county, had 
appointed a grand mil.tary parade, at 
Warsaw to come off on the 26th day of 
October. Circulars were printed, signed 
by these officers, and extensively circula- 
ted in lowa Territory, in the State of 
Missouri; and in the neighboring couns 
ties; inviting the militia in all those parts, 
to attend the parade; und to come prepa- 
red for a six days* encampment. 

Jt was also extensively given out, that 
there was to be a grand wolf hunt; and 
that the Mormons and Jack~Mormons, 
were the wolves to be hunted. A large 
number engaged in getting up this moves 
ment, openly steted, the object of it was 
to make war on the Mormons. 

1 could not hesitate, as to what duty 
required. The State hid already 
in danger of disgrace by a treacherous | 
and cowardly murder. The Mormons | 
hed been peaceable, submissive and quiet, 
ever sinc: the death of the Smiths; ond| 
contrary to general expectation ‘nstend | 
of attempting to avenge themerelves, | 
cither openly or secretly, had quietly, 
and patiently submitted to the slow ope~ 
ration of the law, to redress their griev- 
ances. 

They were human beings; and citizens 
of the State.

From respect to the prejudices of iny

The coll was answered by four or five: 
hundred men. I requested Geo. Hardin, 
to take the command. He did so with 
alacrity; thereby exhibiting a patrivtic 
devotion, in maintaining the supremacy | 
f the law, even against the advice of 
hia personal and political friends. 

We marched with as much alocrity as 
possible, and arrived in Hancock county, | 
on the 25th day of October. The mal-' 
contents abandoned tleir design, and | 
believe all the leaders of it fled to Mis-| 
souri. The Carthage Grey's fled almost | 


ubnoxious as a leader. 
During our presence in the county’ 
writs were taken out against three per- 
sons charged with the murder of the 
Smiths. They also fled to Missouri.— 
As for myself, althouzh | was determined 
from the first, for the honor of the State. | 
that this murder should be fully enquired | 
into; and some of the guilty brought to, 
trial; yet, | was never anxious to proceed | 
with the full rigor of the law. I always’ 
nsisted that the prosecutions should be 
lim.ted to a few individuals, and | was 
utterly opposed to all such unnecessary 
harshness, es would excite sympathy io 
their favor. 
For this rexson. [ consente] to alvise 
the prosecuting attorney, to admit them 
to bail and to agree to a continuance of | 
the cause, if desired, by the defendants. | 
Upon this arrangement being made, to |

and expense, were repealed as soon 
as we found that his excellency meant 
to execute as much mercy and law to 
Mormons as other people. We ar 
willing to measure all our city ordi 
nances by the Constitutions of the U- 
nited States and State of Illinois.] 


The Nauvoo Legion also, has been a 
great offence to the le of this Srate, 
It has been represented to be a standi 
army of four or five thousand, well dril. 
led, and weil disciplined forces. This 
legion wascalled out for review, during 
my last visit there. I do pot pretend 
myself to be skilled in military science; 
but it was the decided opinion of all the 
field officers, who accompanied me, that 
this legion is in no wise superior to the 
common militia, and that in fact they were 


\'nferior to most of the militia in the 


Stute. 

I would recommend that the Legion be 
repealed; and that Nauvoo, should be 
formed into an brigade by itself. It will 
be impossible for the Nauvoo militia, aod 
that of the surrounding country, to act 
‘together in peace for some time to come,

1 would advise, that all the obs 
noxious parts, of these charters should 
be repealed; and an ample provision made 
against any future abuses of power, thus 
leaving all the rea'ly useful parts of their 
city cha:ter; and placing them spon 
grounds of some equality with other cits 
izens. This is republican and cannot be 
denied without injustice.

REMARKABLE ROCK, 


which we have any knowledge, has been 
lately discoverecd in the middle of that 
great inland sea, Lake Superior.
